try, of the povernnwnt can easily be carried on vviihotu the in- 
ferveniion of banks, and without the creation of a trens- 
iiry bank or snlr-treasuries. 
We lieliev-e that the plan can 
be carried info effect, without the creation of new offices 
for the collection and disbureement of the ¡Hiblic revenue. 
The codeclors of cusloins and receivers of public moneys 
far the sale of land, can l»e made di.shtirsing officers an 
ireasnry warrants, drawn on money aclunlly received. 
We li.ave no doubt that the ireantry wnrrants, drawn on 
actual receipfi, would always command a premium; and 
we liava no doubt also, that the ¡»suing of such Ireasnry 
warrants would supersede the necessity of transmitting 
fiiml^ from one section of the country to the other.
